NESS— American businessmen were i 
surprised to learn last week that the j 
present depressio n is 
mo re 
severe 
in the United States than in any o th­ 
er co untry, acco rding to a repo rt 
by the Federal Reserve Bo ard. The 
Bo ard 
po inted 
o ut, ho wever, that 
manufacture o f war 
materials 
in 
fo reign co untries, particularly Eng­ 
land, Germany and J apan, is mainly 
respo nsible fo r keeping many fac­ 
to ries humming. 
In America, fac­ 
to ry emplo yment is still well abo ve 
no rmal in ten industries, farm im­ 
plements, iro n and steel wirewo rk, 
cash registers, engines and turbines, 
machine 
to o ls, 
aircraft, 
wo men’s 
clo thing, baking, beverages and ray­ 
o n. 
It is significant that o f these 10 
all but the aircraft 
industry 
are 
manufacuring essentially peace-time 
go o ds. Perhaps America will be en­ 
jo ying pro sperity when o ther co un­ 
tries are busy paying fo r their arma­ 
ments. 


WASHINGTON— Altho ugh it had 
made to tal appro priatio ns o f clo se to 
$12,000,000,000 during its 163 day 


sessio n, the 75th Co ngress ended last 
week with a bitter Senate debate in 
the final ho ur o ver whether the Lo b­ 
by Investigating Co mmittee sho uld 
receive an additio nal $12,500 to car­ 
ry o n its wo rk. 
The to tal appro pria­ 
tio ns are a peace-time reco rd, equal 
to appro ximately $50,000 fo r each 
minute Co ngress was in sessio n o r 
to $9 2 fo r each man, wo man and 
child in the co untry.
